It is not wnlgnouven vohat argumentes and conc , 
vvhat litter} and vvrytyngeſ haue ben vſed and toſſed from 
men to man in ſecrete ſort, for theſe tvvs or three yeres,to diſ 
prouue the libertie of the chyldren of God in the vſe of externe 
thynges,te conuel the obedience that true Subiecten ſhoulde 
perfourme to the auttor itie of theyr Prince, & to the la vves of 
the Realme eftabliſhed, to the diſcredityng and condemna- 
tion of ſuch vvhich in a vubele conſcience thynlze it lavvefull 
for them to vveare, and yet charitably beeryng vvith the vue 
lane: of ſuch vvhoſe conſciences are Auger vvith feareſull 
rupuloſorre rovuarde the ſame.

Bur theſe 
garmentes Were in price, in the Oriental 
Church. No doubt in great price, when Chry- 
ſoſtome ſaith plainely that all there worhpp 
was to diſcharg there duty: not that they ſho!d 
go about in a White ſhiniog garmente. But W- 
here you ad in the Church. yo ad morethẽ is in 
the text & bewray your vniuſt ie cau 
ſe. yo w had bene bettet to haue alledged the ſa 
me place out of the 83. homuly vpon Math. he

the beſt pact. Peraduenture you ſhewe what 
you haue taught them to ſuppoſe of theſe mat- 
ters, and thefore truſting that they haue leat- 
ned theit leſſon you conclude thus of euety 
one of their min des. And if it were ſo, that they 
had ſuch eſtimation of theſe garmentes , you 
heatde out of $. Auguſtine the maner of Chri- 
ſtesChurch to be, to tefoutme their falſe opinio 
by hollome and ſounde doQtrine. for there is 
no maner of order that men can take, wherein 
fome may not haue a fonde opinion: As the 
Phariſeys had in waſhiog their handes , in 
their apparell,and yet the thinges ate not ta- 
ken aWay by the Goſpell: 


D. Eucer, 
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As alſo nowe ſome haue in faſting dayes, the 
Sundayes, fiſſbe dayes , almes gathered for the 
poore,in Sermons at burials, and ſuch others: 
and yet it is not thought 3 chat ſuch 
thinges out of hande Ihoulde be altered.

Experiens doth to much ttie, that all the- 
ſe opinions ate conce yued, of theſe garments, 
which wee muſt dot maintaine by oute exiple 
w hichwere nothig elſe but to geue offEce. Bur 
you that ate the beſt part beleuè it not. If yow 
were abrod yow might heare the outcries of 
the 22 againſt yow for theſe things, yow 
might ſce decking of Croſvis & Churchis wich 

bowes,& flowrs,tor gigweke proceſsion: if y- 
oW walked in the counttie, yow ſ hold heare 
the comon voice ſaye, Popetie is not ſo euil as 
they make it for then they wold never com- 
maũd theſe thigs ſo ſtreigthlie to be obletued. 
Yow ſbold heare:neyghbore played wee not a 
wiſe part, whan wee kept our Maſſe clothes & 
bookes, for by the maſſe neyghboure wee hall 
have all again, one daye. wee are bolde to tel 
yow that are abone the talke of the rude peo- 
ple, euen there ruſticall tetmet, becauſe your e- 
ares are not fo acquainted with them. Nor y- 
our eyes ſee ſo fate abrode: you might heare 
the queſtions of the ſimple golplelers propoun 
ded:whether with ſafe conicience , they maye 
come to the ſervis with ther preſens, to allow 
this gere, yea ſome openlie confeſe they will 
not come: & yet yo cannot beleue it, yee pre 
tend 70 knowleg in the ſtate of the comon 
welch abrod,& yet haue litil yaderſtidig of the 
peopls

pls affeion, if yow know not this, Secon- 
ie, Vee ſpeke of ſuch things at ate neither ne- 
ceſſatie abt profitable, for Chriſtes Church, but 
rathere ſyperflaus & hurtfull. As for faſting 
dais wee know none that are retayned, & wee 
wold wiſh chat ſome fiſh dais were aithet ta- 
ken aWaye or changed. to other times, Faſting 
is good, but preſcribed dais of faſtiag, voleſe it 
bee in time of ſome common calamitie, ſaue- 
rith of poperie. fil h days for police are indiffe · 
rent, ſo all other circumſtances conſerning ia- 
different things be obſerued. And fiſh dais are 
not ffaſting dais, The examiner. 
Concerning Doctout Bucers iudgement 
in this m attet ol garments, you firſt alleage a 
ſayiag ofhis:but When, to whom , Where, and 
of What particuler appatell, you declare nor. In 
decde this good father, in the beginning of his 
letter to Biſhop Hooper hath , that he woulde 
haue ben at ſome great coſte, ſo that this con- 
trouetſie either had neuet ben moued, or very 
ſpeedily repreſſed and exrint, And in fewe 
lines => e Wiſherh to beate ſome hard pe- 
naunce in bis body, fo that they Were order 
lyput away ( not by private auctoritie) in 
reſpe& of the abuſe (I aye) which be ſawe 
wy et, ſtrengeh then in many places of 
Englande. i 
But you(peraduenture) fearing leſte this 
his ſayin g were notſoſtrong vpon your part as 
youwiſhed, yow farther ſay that he willethin 
ſuche caſe as ye are now<,in no Wiſet o teceiue 
them. wherevnto you cite his expoſition vpon 
the 18, Chapter of laigt Mathew.

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This place yf you would haue indiffe- 
rently teheatſed, you ſhould have opened to 
the worlde,that his minde Was, that ſome cere+ 
monies abuſed , might be ſtil retained.

Fateot equide m, licet ab Antichriſtis in- 
uectum {ir, &c. Though wWhatſocuer thing is 
decteed, conttaty to the libertie of extetne mat 
ters, it hath ben brought in by Autichiſtes, as 
the difference of. petſons, meates, dayes, places, 
and very many moe: yet becauſe commonly 
men were perſwaded that all thoſe thinges 
were the commandementes of rhe Churche 
directed by the ſpitite of God, fo teceiued all 
thoſe thinges as comming from the will of 
God: I ackowledgein deede , that reaſon it is, 
wevle citcumipectly euen. now the libertie 
obtained by Chriſt, and With Paule ſometime 
circumciſe Timothy. that is, that we vic well 
ſomeceremonies, Whiche others abuſed, taking 
occaſion thereby to reach Chriſt purely , al- 
though by no meancs*theſe inuentions of man 
can be compared wirhcircumcifion,or the like 
ordinaunces of Cod. Thus farre Doctout 
Bucet. 

In this ſentence though many thinges may 
be nored:as that the falſe 051n1on of men did 
not pet Wade him to caſte all theſe thinges a- 
Way:as that theſe rhinges were not to be refu- 
ſed becauſe they were the deviſes of man; as 
that occaſion might hereby be taken to preache 
Chriſt purely, and ſuche other: yet it ſhall ſufſiſe 
to put you in minde , that he thinketh godly 
meu 
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men may well vſe ſome rites whiche were - 
buſed before time. So rharif you take one 
peece of his expoſition with another, you 
ſhall nor neede to terme your berters and felo- 
we ſeruauntes in Chriſt that teceiue this appa- 
tell, to be enemies or ſhtinkets. 

This Wel learned fathers wordes, to his 
frend beyond the ſea well wayed , makerh no- 
thing agaiaſt the orders nowe ptactiſed. Fot 
we may and do( praiſe be to God) holde faſte 
Puritatem ricuum et doctrine, the putitie of 
rires and docttine, and alſo flet and dereſt the 
leuen of Antichriſt, with all erroures and ſuper» 
ſtition, though we kepe theſe fee ordinaun- 
ces according to the cules of Gods booke. whe” 
ria men had luperſtition before ys. There 1s a 
difference(y ou knowe) berwixt the putitie of 
rices,and the cleane taking away of all. But 
peruſe this godly mans Epiſtle,

what can be more plainly declared , then 
that he Wrot at Cambridg to a frend of bis 
beyoad the ſea the iz of Ianuariian 1 550. as is 
alledged by Theodore Beza,a litill before his 
dethel and as it is like)ſence the epiſills which 
yow now haue tranſlated in to Engliſh : by 
which words of the epiſtlle, Beza chargith 
Baldwin, for flandering Bucer, that he did 
allowe the reformacion of England in Rus 
& Ceremonies, and futher thewirh that 
Bucers Judgment might apere , in the 
reformation of Argeatine , allthoogh 


it Was not altogether according to his mind, 
More over he ſaith all the beſt ſeatnid men, & 
moſt religious biſ hopes of England, declare 
hat they iudg of the tetayning of theſe thigy 
& what they defier conſerniug them, io there 
late Apoliogy: but your expaoſition of the puti- 
tie of rites, maynteynith the ſlander of Balduin, 
for the wold haue all ſuperſtition taken awaye 
& the things retained, ſo will the tankeſt pa- 
piſtin all Louayn ſaye: 

Bur Peter Martyr Ludic 18. fol. 166. teie- 
cteth the ſame chift, both off the Papiſtes 5d yo 
ue at this time, Danitz ſuperſtitions & cultum 
Michz teceperunt. &c The Damites receaued 
the ſuperſtition and Worſhippinges off Micha. 

'Euen ſo the Papiſtes haue tranflated ſtrange 
Ceremonies, and almoſt infinite, from the le- 
wes and Geatiles into there maſſe. They ſa) e 
they haue temoued the ſuperſtition fromthem, 
nay rather they haue in many partes increaſed 
hit. They haue off the Iewes, Water, oile, incen- 
ſe, ſalt. gatmentes, ligbtes. and many other luch 
thinges, which in time off the Lawe, were not 
Idolatrous, when they leaned yppon the word 
off God. But no we they ar vapure, and ſuper- 
ſticious, When they haue not * word off God. 
Heare this father, Who plainli affirmeth your 
garmentes to be vnpute, and ſuperſticious be- 
cauſe they haue not the word off God. 
Therfore once againe wee muſt tell yow 
that the ſuperſtitious ceremonies not neceſſa- 
ry, the ſureſt waye to puriſie them, is to rake 
them cleane avyaye. 


Yovy lighilie paſſe oner that he callithe ih 
| tac 


the leuen of Antichriſt wherbie ſome with 
moſt Wordlie wiſdom & vaine deuiſes wold 
Joyne together God & Bellial thouching your 
cauillatio vpon his Words in the 18. of mathew 
fateor &c, wee never denied but Ceremonies 
well inſtituued , though they were abuſed 
might be rerainid. yet Bocer ſpekithe bur of 
tolſetation for a time. Thefore yf thete were 
once a time to circumſice Timothie, now it is 
a time if ever ther Was anie, not to circumſice 
Titus, Whichif yow wold haue taken the pai- 
nes to haue tranſlated but 3. lines further 
ſhold have evidentlie aperid by the ſentence of 
Bucer,it ſelffe. But that yow wold faine haue 
cloked. for he faith whatis wont to be donne, 
not a few ſearing the trobell of the crofſe, & 
goinge about in vaine to pleſe both cod & man, 
cuen there wher the golpell bath bene 'ong 
time preached, Where the word now requieri 

examples of dedes, pretendinge allwais the 
infirmitis of others, where in Kae theit own * 
weakenes doth in this thing with hold them: 
doe bothe them lelues ſetue mans traditions, & 
compell others theteũto. Alſo let the redet 
beate note, that by Bucers iudgment, diſtincti- 
on of perſons, meats &c. was brought in by 
Antichriſt Seeondlie that thay cannot be com- 
pared with circumciſion , and thirdlye that 
ws ought not to be retainid: for the goſpell 
hath bene long preached. As for Iudging of 
our betters, charge Bucer and not vs. you deale 
with vs,as fathers & maſters Ieſting & ſom- 
time frowardlic quarrelling with theire chil- 
dren, lay a fault to there charg, N whea the 
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boy depyethe it & excuſith him ſelf: why then 
Ily faith he. the pore child cannot make his 
luſt purgation, and defenſe but he accuſith his 
father or maſicr to bealyar,So whi wee purg 
our ſelſts of rebellion & diſobediens that is 
Jaid to our charge, wee iudg yo, Wee coudem 
ne our Superigurs &c, 
The cxaminer. 

Here yourcheatle doctour Peter Marti 
by precemeale, ben as there is no Writer of 
thele dayes more evidently againſt you.Butbe 
cauſe you woulde haue men to ſuppoſe that all 
the learned 1anc vpp6 your fide your, are contẽt 
allo that this mau hold cake two Wordes, 
rather then be thought to Levefilence And iou 
ching this gteat Clarkes minde, peruſe ouet his 
Epiſtle that foloweth, and loke on his Com- 
mentat ies vpon the firſt to the Cortathians,

do, but Peter Martyr whole authoritic yo 
brag ſo much of callith them relikes of the Am 


motites & that bothe in his epiſtelle before the 


commentarie to the ludges, writen ſence that 
Which yow rranſlar, & 1n his epiſtelle ro the 
Bil hopp of Elye, before his anſwer to Smithe 
Which wo words although they do ſufficient- 
he ptoue, that he wold haue ſuch ſtuffe vttet- 
lie to be aboſiſ hed, yet beſide them allo yo 
haue before in this auſwWet in xii ſeuetal placis 
ſentencis of his, to the ſame purpoſe wicrot

Hee Petet Martyr denieth that clothing 
to Chriſtian'miniſters. & makith it proper to 
papiſts, as ĩmediatlie after he affirmith it to be 
a pece of ther Chatacter, & a marke,of theirs, 
alſo writing apon Gedeons ephod , which 
he made for a pollitike end. 
He affirmich that if God will not allowe tites

2, they were done With outfaithe, how much leſſe 
Fill be allo we roſe inventios off men, which 
becauſe they haue no gtoũd of his word are al- 
toger voide of Faithe, Fad againe (obiiciũt item 
nobis uod in facris amut veſtibus prophanis 
&c.ſpekin of the papiſtes)be faith they abiect 
alſo agaiuſt vs, that in out holie ſeruice, wee 
vie comon garments; & in our common vſe, 
Wert no grauet apparell. Ia dead we conſeſſe 
that wee follow Chriſt & his Apoſtells, which 
did not eat an apparell diuerſe or diffcriog 
from ot het men. Alſo in lud. 10 fo. 117. repe 
tith the like obiection of the papilſtes. ( Er deni- 
ue quod noſttæ ceremoniæ, & c. And finally 
that our Ceremonies to ſences of the fleſ he ate 
dry, and withow: pleſantnes , they haue no 
garments,no pricke ſong,no Organes. no play- 
erlike Maſſes.In the ſame commentarie, fo.$7. 
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cerning the ſactitice and Woode that was dedi- 
cated ro Baal, Which God comm aunded to be 
offeted to him ſaying that thetfote it is not la- 
| | W ul for vs to cate Idol offrings: and apply at 
| 1 nr 2 re idolatrus Ceremonies to gods ſet- 
| uis, becauſe god bi ſinguler priuiledg once co- 
maunded yr, tor he made lawes for men, and 
not for him ſelſe. 

And von the 19. ch. fo. 174. he declarith 
bow fare the authoritic of the ciuil Magiltrat 
which yo vrge ſo vehemently againſt vs doth 
extend (Subiicirur Eecleſiaſtica poteſtas my 
ſtratui, & c. The Eccleſafticall power is ſu 


lect to the Magiſtrat, non in ſubiection {1 ou 
tu 
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be aunſwerith a great obiection of yours: con- 
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tuall but politicall. For concerning the Sacta- 
ments , and it is not ſubie ct vnto 
him. For the word of god and the Sacramets, 
Which the miniſter vſth , the Magiſtrat cannot 
bend, or bowe neither compell Te paſtors or 
teachets ofthe Chith to reach other wiſe. Or 
myniſter the !Sacraments otherwiſe then is 
preſcribed by the word of God. 
Conſetning his comment, on the firſt of the 
Corrinth. wee haue vewid it, & ſomWhar 
wee haue found againſt yo, but nothing that 
makith for yow. Here wee bring to yo. in 
dede Peter Martyr ſpeking to yo in ptiat & 
not out of broken papers. 
The exammer. Doll Rid 
That glorious Martix of Ghriſt dotour 
Nidley, y ou report,howe he being required of 
papiſticall perſecutouis io do on all their maſ- 
fing apparell, that thereby the papiſtes mighr 
reioyce and worke their ſpite,he(you lay)re 
fed them, and ſpoke then vehemently gain 
them. Surely herein he did like a conſtant pro- 
feſſour of Chriſtes religion, perceiving the ende 
and purpoſe nought and wicked, he fore tho- 
ſe thinges were then inforced eos him, Ir 
was meete that he ſhoulde not then yelde one 
tore to them, that ſought to bring him into ſpi- 
rituall bondage againe. But every man that Galet.z. 
Will, may ſec a great vnlikelihood berwizt tho” 
ſe times and ours, berwixt their vie then, and 
nowe- bet Wixt their ende and commaundce- 
mentes,& thoſe that be now.

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ders made Rydlie Inuey ſo vehementlie & 
birrerlic againſt the popil h garments he was 
much to blame to give them ſo odius names as 
to call them, abominable, foliſ h. yea to fond for 
a vice in a playe, which in. v. yeates after ſhold 
be ſo profitable, ſo full of xdifing, ſo odetlie, 
ſo decent, for the beſt goſpellets in England, 
But it is well known that this holie Martyr,rc 
erer at his deth that he bad manteynid them 
o much in his liffe. Lerne yo w that live, this 
— leſſon of a worthy Martyr preparing him 
ſelfe to die. This was Cygnea cantio. the laſt 
ſwete ſong of that good Swanne. 
T he examiner. 
what iniutie you do to that worthy Biſ- 
hop Maſter Tewel , in framing his ſentence to 
ſeruc your humour, al men that knowe bim, 
ſee, and further ynderſtand that he is not of your 
minde. You would faineſ belike make a num- | 
ber,yf you might, wherfore you will haue one 
Way,that you Want another. They that require 
your conformitie in theſe thinges , hauing by 
Gods lawe and mans, the ouetſight alſo ofGods 
people in this lande, haue good hope chat theſe 
tlringes [wherein they wiſhe that you go for- 
warde with them to the warke of Gods buil- 
dingjwil do good, and not hurt, in this Chur- 
che at this ſeaſon, according to thoſe wordes 
whiche you bring out of that excellent worke 
of ſo learned a Biſkop.Thei wel weyghe the na 
ture of their people, the manifolde occaſion 
they may obraine hereby, to ſpreade abrode the

neither do wee refuſe your fantaſies becanſe 
they be cat holike as yow ſurmiſe, bur becauſe 
they be your own, deuiſed by your ſelfe of late 
dais, many of them contrary ro gods hohe wor 
de & are not catholike. Now let all men iud- 
ge whether it be a greater matter to call paſsiõ 
Sondaye then to weare the apparell that is vr- 
e ate ſuat ſo to call it, is of it ſelfe but a 
thing indifferent, & of ſmall importaũce.

In the fourth and laſt place, yow conſider 
what ſhall happen to your ſelues, yf you recei- 
ue theſe tites, as you maye wel do with the reſt 
of your brethren,who fight ia the lordes war- 
fate, a good fight, hauing faith and a good con- 
ſcience: You ſhalbe thought. ( you achte bring 
the people into Egipt againe.

Epi, 
willed them to lay aſide their Heatheniſhe ap **7* 
parell,no more then almightie God commaun- De dat 
ded his people to caſte away from the the Ae- 441 0 
giptians clothes, when he dellueted them then a 
ce, and preached yato them newe lawes and 
ordinaunces. Though Moyſes ſuffered the peo 
ple ſo redemed from captiuitie, to vſe the Æig- 
ptians apparell: yet no man thought that he 
woulde euet bring thẽ intolEgipt againe. Thus 
then by doctrine yf you labour ſtill to pull ſo- 
me out of captiuitie and darknes, and go be- 
fore your flocke on that maner,as S. Paul ſpea- 
kerh, you ſhould be a paterne, in worde in cd 
uetſation, in loue, in ſprite, in faith, and pure - 
nes, you nede not ro | ory; of your ſelues wor 
ſe then all godly men will iudge of you, that is, 
that you be workemen that nede not to be af - n 
hamed,rightly diuiding the worde of God, 5d 2 AY 
geuyng Gods houſhold meate in due ſeaſod. *+* 
ou know howe you muſt inſtruct in meeke - 

nes an obedience all men, prouing yf God at 
any ryme will geue them repentaunce, that 
they may vndecitande the trueth. and that they 
may come to amendement our of the ſnares of 
the deuill: And alſo you knowe , that wherein 
you teache other men, you muſt ſpecially rea- 
che your ſelues, ſo doyng, you ſhall nor leade 
your flocke to Egipt gaiane. For they turne to 
Egypt, who wallowe againe in the myte of 
their finnes and ertouts, who ' after they we- 
re once lighrened, and had taſted of the heaus - 
ly gift, and Were made pattakers of the holy 
ghaſt, make a mocke of the ſonne of God(as it 
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js wrytten to the Hebreues)whoſle caſe is verie 
lamentable.

Moreouer, in mi, 
that place whence you fetche your auctotitie, 
he thynketh that ſomethynges inuented and
